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OPPOSING PROVINCIAL STATUS. 

Le Pionnier, of Montreal, recently 
published 1 somewhat remarkable in- 
terview with Hon. Joseph Royal, ex- 
lieutenant-governor, of the North- 
west, on the subject of provinciai or- 
ganization for the Territories. A Mon- 
treal despatch to the Winnipeg Free 
Press regarding the interview says; 

“He takes the ground that the only 
new privilege provincial autonomy 
would confer would be that of running 
in debt. The people are not yer apt 
at policies of the larger kind demand- 
ed by provincia} life. They are people 
of ali origins and all beliefs, who are 
yet strangers to our political regime 
and our ideals. They are too actually 
engaged] in the struggle for life to 
put themselves in the running with 
the political life of the country. There 
is not yet a true public opinion in the 
Territories for they are yet in the 
evolutionary stage. The cabinet of the 
Territories tries all it can to anglicize 
the schools and the tendency is such 
that if the question ever comes be- 
fore parliament the friends of the 
minority must keep their eyes open.” 

Regarding Manitoba he said; 

“It is my absolute conviction, forti- 
fied by long experience, by the exam- 
ination of the foundaiion and progress 
of the different French groups that in 
two generations from now Manitoba 
will be in the majority French, and 
that conviction is shared by certain 
of the best informed men in Mani- 
toba.’”

Laurier. conservative party. It isal- 
£0 a good time to noe that all the ap- 
position to an advanced status for 
the Northwest Territories comes from 
conse‘vative Winnipeg 
Telegram, and Le Pionnier, of Mon- 
treal, for instance.

The report 
alludes te Nov. 2ist and says; “Indian 
Head marketed 15,000; Brandon, 12.- 
000 and Moosomin 10,000 bushels, and 
Edmonton marketed 8,000 bushels cf 
oats. 

For the first five days of that week 
the average deliveries were reported 
to the Bulletin as 10,000 bushels a day 
inf Edmonton and 7,000 a day in 
Strathcona, or 17,000 in all, For 
shipping purposes the two places are 
one and if the Telegram desired to be 
fair it would have given the total de- 
liveries for shipment at Edmonton 
station, siiuated in Sirathcona, But 
that woulda have put Edmonton in the 
lead in daily deliveries and apparent- 
ly it is against the rules to allow such 
facts to be stated in Winnipeg papers,

COL. STEELE IN PRETORIA. 

A private letter recently received 
from Col. S. B. Steele, late of the N.: 
W. M, P., and now of the South Afri- 
can constabulary, is dated Pretoria, 
Oct. 17th, The envelope is interesting 
as well as the letter. The stamps used 
are of the issue of the late South Afri- 
can Republic. The inscription is “Post- 
zegel Z, Afr. Republiek. 2 Pence.” 
This looks bad, but on the original 
brown color is stamped in black; “E. R. 
I. Half Penny.” In the upper left 
hand corner is a date stamp, “Com- 
mandiog B. Division, South African 
Constalbulary, 17 Oct., 1901.” And 
midway on the envelope near the nghi 
hand, side is another Stamp “Passed 
Press Censor, Fretoria.”

says; 

“I am stationed here, when at my 
headquarters, but am away most of 
the time, as my mew ate scaitered in 
detachments of a troop of one hundred 
at intervals of six or eight miles from 
here west to Rusienburg, a town of 
Some importance, We are scouting, 
patrolling and escoriing prisoners—and 
occasionally have a ‘scrap.’ I have 
none of the Canadians with meas a 
body, but have Major Ogilvy of B. bat- 
tery, Who last yea’ gol, a captaincy in 
the Ist Gordons, _Capiains Boyd and 
Swift who were ix the Canadian in- 
fantry last year and Li. Humfrey, of 
the Strathcona Horse, are in the di- 
vision. The Canadians who came out 
im Lhe spring are all divided up in the 
other three divisions in troops of one 
hundred men each, and are covsidered 
very good. I have the honor of otcu- 
bying Oom Paul's house as a 
home when not out on ihe “trek,’” and 
have his son-ir-law’s house for offices. 
The town is rather pretty, as it is well 
planted and the buildings are good. 
There is no sign of poverty in the place 
All are well dressed, and apparently 
free from care. It is likely that Joh- 
aanesburg will soon be full of people. 
They are coming up as fast as traing 
can bring them. The stuff in some of 
the English papers to the effect that 
the Boecs in the camps are badly treat- 
et is all nonsense. They are well fed 
aml cared for and even have a ‘cou- 
tented aspect. There are several lange 
camps near here, Quite a number of 
Canadians are here and iu Johannes- 
burg, and doing well.”

EDUCATIONAL MISTAKES. 
Indian Head Vidette; A very 
keen discussion is now going 


on in Ontario over the educational sys- 
tem of that province. At the 
outset it must be admitted that 
pelitics has something to do with 
the discussion and it is well td wipe 
this aside before forming a conclusion 
upon the alleged defects cf the system 
in vogue there. This done we can 
apply the results and see for ourselves 
the causes of the asserted inferiority 
of Ontario schools. Once we are able 
to do this we have gained an experi- 
ence which ought to enable us to 
avoid in our Territorial schoola the 
dangers which have beset the Oritario 
system of education. 

One peculiarity of the discussion 
in’ Ontario is thai the opponents of 
the existing system «tarted in to 
criticize it by saying that there was 
a never ending change of text books 
that no svoner was a book nicely; in 
use throughout the province than a 
new, text bock on the same subject 
was authorized, this causing needless 
| expense to the parents. This was the 
first’ criticism, and almost upon its 
heels came a second one, ant by ‘the 
same party, to the effect that the text 
books were not kept up to date, that 
some of them were authorizet twenty 
years ago. This gave the govern- 
ment a splendid chance te charge 
their opponents wiih inconsistency, 
one day charging one thing, the next 
the very opposite. 

With the politics of the case we 
have nothing to do, but tr a true 
educationalic!, the apparent inconsis- 
tencies are not so inconsistent, after 
all. It seems that with certair; text 
book there has been an everlesting 
changing while others have beea so 
badly neglected that they convey 
utterly false ideas. It can readily he 
assumed that the books which have 
been most changed are the text books 
of the subjects that the educational- 
ists of the province are giving most 
attention ‘to, and we find that ew 
drawing books are being continually 


authorized while such an essential 
subject to complete education as 
geography, has to put up with 4 


twenty year ago authorization. 


There; has been a weakness by 


all) educationalists, ves, right in 
the Territories too, shown in this 
regard. They all seem to want to 


pile) on the fancy fringes. The draw ing 
lessons, the music lessons and all the 
othen highflown notions must be 
freely attended to even if geoyraphy 
and the other essentials have to take 
aj back seat. Now we have no objec- 
tion to musi¢ and drawing. ~ We are 
as fond of them as .aaybody but jwe.do 
object to them ursurping the place 
of something more solid. An ignor- 
amus pounding a piano is not a very 
elevating spectacle but that is what 


' many of our educationalists seem de- 
sirious of afflicting the public with. 


It is evident that in Ontario they 
have neglected the essentials of true 
education and that they have cver- 
strained themselves in their efferts to 
make piano players and artists oui’ of 
foackwoodsmen. The result is that 
Ontario no 
position, educationally, that she once 
did and the Territories wili ‘be sen- 
sible in avoiding her mistakes.

FOREST FIRES. 
The annual report of the Canadian 
Forestry Association seys of the ef- 
forts of the government to protect 


Northwest forests from fire; 

Recognizing the fact that the 
struction in the older provinces from 
forest fires had been simply incalcul- 
alble, a system of proteciion has been 
adopted} by the minister of interior, 
one feature of which is the employment 


de- 


of forest fire rangers. Owing to ihe 
latter part of last season in the west 
being very wet, it was not pwt { in 


operation to the same extent that it 
would have been had the drought of 
the early summer continued. That the 
employment of fire rangers in the pine 
districtg of the provinces of Ontario 
and Quebee bias been productive of 
great good is universally attested, and 
it is believed that a similar service 
in the timbered lands of the Dominion 
will hive similar results. The system 
adopted by the Dominion differs, 
however, in several respects from that 
in operation in the provinces. It may 
ba briefly stated as follows; Forest 
fire rangers are selected from men re- 
siding! in or near the district where 


they are to be employed. They are 
notified that they will be under the 
direction usually of either the Domin- 
iom laods agent, . the crown 
timber agent, regular forest 
ranger, o7 homestead inspector 
for the land agency in which 


they are employed. When this super. 
vising officer considers their services 
are required, he notifies them to com- 
mence work, furnishes them with a 
copy of the;'fire act, a copy jof general 
instructions defining their duties, and 
also with notices for posting up and 
distributing, warning the public again- 
sq the careless use of fire. Where 
horses can be used they are to supply 
themselves with them. Their remun- 
eratiom in such case is $3 per day, 
which inclvdes expenses for both man 
and horse. Whea the supervising of- 
ficer considers it- unnecessary for the 
ranger to continue the work, be re- 
ealls him and instructs him to make 
out’ his account, and on forwarding 
the) same to the department, certified 
to by the supervising officer, with a 
diary detailing how be was employed 
each day, the account is paid. By this 
system the ranger is employed only 
when his services are considered ne- 


cessary, and in case it is very wet, he 
may not be employed during the whole

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season. Where there are timber lim- 
ita under licease within the aren 
guarded, the holdérs pay a proportioa- 
ate cost, but the greater part of 
the country is still held by the crown, 
and, consequently, the government will 
bear the larger fart of the 
cost of guarding it.

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PROHIBITION IN MANITOBA. 

Premier! Roblin will scarcely move 
a vote of thanks is the Manitoba leg- 
islature for the legacy left himself and 
colleagues by his predecessor, in the 
shape of the Manitoba liquor act. 
Whatever may have been the ideas of 
the! Hon. Hugh John Macdonald in 
securing the passage of the act, there 
ic mo doubt that the preseat premuer 
never expected to be troubled with re- 
sponsibility regarding it. In view of 
the decision of the supreme court of 
Manitoba; and the previous decisions 
of the judicial committee of the Im- 
perial privy council, it was generally 
taken for granted that the act was 
safely shelved when it was witheld 
from operation and its merits submit- 
ted for the decision of that tribunal. 
But the unexpected still happens, and 
the, judicial committee of the privy 
council has just rendered a decision 
that’ the act as passed is within the 
power of the province. The operation 
of the act was suspended awaiting this 
decision. Now, that it has been given 
iv is up to Premier Roblin to enforce 
jts provisions or repeal the act. Ap- 
parently from the decision of their 
lordsbips the act is thoroughly water 
proof and copper riveted, and must be 
dealt with on its merits. In propor- 
tion as this is creditable to the hon- 
esty of purpose and legal ability of 
Hon. Hugh John Macdonald it is em- 
barrassing to Premier Roblin. 

The act is a most sweeping measure. 
According to its provisions no liquor 
can be sold anywhere within the pro- 
vinee, either wholesale or retail, ex- 


cept for meicinal, industrial or  re- 
ligious purposes. Nor can it be given 
away! as a beverage. The Manitoba 


courts decided against the act on the 
ground of previous decisions of the 
privy council that such legislation in- 
terfered with Dominion rigbis as to 
the conirol of trade. But the provin- 
cial legislation which the privy coun- 
cial decided against had assumed: to 
probibit the manufacture of  spirit- 
nous liquors. It was on this point that 
the privy council beld it to be ani in- 
terference with Dominion rights. The 
Manitoba act does not touch the ques- 
tion of manufacture, for sale outside 
the province. And that is how it has 
escaped the fate of previous provincial 
legislation. 

This decision of the 


privy council 


reaches far beyond the province of 
Maniio'a. I* clears the ground for 
effective prohibition work in every 


province of the Dominion by placing 
the right to enact effective prohibi- 
tion distinctly within the power of the 
provinces,—where it should be. The 
recent Dominion plebiscite showed tbat 
effective prohibition was not within 
reach as a federal matter. At the 
same time it showed that if people 
voted honestly, given provincial juris- 
diction, it was distinctly within reach 
in ajnumber of the provinces as a pro- 
vincial matter. We may therefore ex- 
pect prohibition to become an active 
issue in provincial politics. 

It( is not only the government of 
Manitoba which has to face the tack 
of the enforcement of the act. The 
people have time and again deliberate- 
ly voted for prohibition. They are naw 
on trial as to the sincerity of their ex- 
pressions.

ALBERTA RAILWAY AND COAL COMPANY. 
Lethbridge News;. The annual meet- 
ing of the shareholders of the Alberta 
Railway and Coal Company was held 
in London, England, when the report 
and accounts for the year ending June 
30th was presented. The aggregate 
coal shipped during the year,amounted 
ic 171,656 tons, as compared with 
160,645 tons in 1900. The earnings of 
of the company’s coal, increased $51,- 
359, the gross returns having been 
$170,495, as against $119,139 in the pre- 
ceding year. After payment of the in- 
terest on the prior lien debeniure stock 
there remained a balance of £8,535, 
this sum including a balance brought 
forward from last year of £41228 <A 
further distribution of £i 8s per cent, 
isi announced on tbe “A” debenture 
stock, making with £2 per cent, paid 
on account, a toial of £3 8s. per cent, 
and leaving £35 to be catried over. 
According) to “The Alberta Railway 
Debenture Stock Act, 1885,” the sum 


of £100,000 was directed to be set apart | 


from the proceeds of the sale of *he 
Lethbridge-Dunmore railway and of 
old rails and rolling stock for the pur- 
pore of redeeming £100,000 of “B” de- 
benture stock at par, and the direc- 
tors sunounce that the £100,000 receiv- 
ed has teen so applied, thus reducing 
the outsiaiding “BY debenture stock 
to £650,000. Iu .May last the sale of 
thq Montana portion of the system 
(from the Soundary to Great Falls) 
was sanctioned, and the net proceeds 
received since the 30th ef June amount- 
ed to £150,537. Of this sum £82,525 
had been applied in redeeming £75,- 
223 of prior lien dehenture stock at 
10 per cent. premium, while the bal- 
ance of £68,122 is to ‘be used in widen- 
ing to the standard guage the remain- 
ing portion of the company’s sysiem, 
a distance of 64 miles. The progress 
of tbe operations of the Canadian 
Northwest’ Lrrigation Co. throughout 
the year have been satisfactory. 
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Leduc has shared during the sum- 
mer in the general prosperity experi- 
enced by the towns along the ©. & E. 
line. This prosperity has been largely 
due to the wild land in the immediate 
vicinity of Edmonton having become 
very scarce and immigrants as a col- 
sequence) being forced to turn away 
from the established communities to 
localities where government and ©. P. 
R. land can be secured in proximity to 
the railway. ‘The extent of the immi- 
gratiom to the vicinity of Leduc is 
evidenced by the fact that no govern- 
ment or ©. P. R. land cam be obtein- 
ed within a distance of five miles of 
town, while settlements extend west- 
ward for a distance of tweaty miles 
or over and eastward, with some in- 
terruptions, to the Hay lakes and 
Beaver lake. On the north the near- 
estt rival is Strathcona, and on the 
south Wetaskiwin. Inio this district 
settlers have come in great numbers 
during the summer and though late in 
the season new arrivals with effects 

and steck are weekly arrivals. Sev- 
eral cars of eifects and implements 
were being anloaded on Wednesday. 

The list of business houses is already 
of considerable length and includes; 
Three general stores under the man- 
agement of Glanville & Co., W. Mogg, 


and Douglas « Dougias. Mr. Mogg oc- 
cupied a new’ store on the 
north side of Main street 


last week with a new stock. Messrs. 
Sheppard and Elliott conduct a hard- 
ware business and also represent the 
McCormick Implement Co. The Mas- 
sey-Harris Co. have a commodious 
warehouse, K. Martin being their 
agent. Two hoteis afford actcommo- 
dation for the travelling public. The 
Leland is under the management! of 
E. Kirkpatrick and the Waldorf is run 
by, Mr. Achre. Two liveries are run 
by E. O’Neill and J. McLeod, Mr. O’- 
Neill also representing the Champion 
Machinery Co. There are two black- 
smith shops conducted by Messrs. W. 
Jordam and G. Klumpbies. Mr, Spen- 
cer runs a harness and furniture store 
east of the track and R. Turnibull rep- 
resents J. Duggan, of Strathcona, with 
al stock of sleighs and harness. Mr. 
Deittrich has a shoeshop and Mr. D. 
Wade is the local butcher. Miss 
Crough, postmistress, has a stock of 
books and stationery. Dr. Sutherland 
is the proprietor of a drug store and 
R.. Telford has an extensive lumber 
yard, handling also brick and lime. The 
Leduc Milling Co. have a 100 barrell 
mili under the management of Mr. 
Findley. O. McKay, station agent, is 
agent for C. P. R. dand. 


Business at present is very brisk in 
town, owiog to the good grices pre- 
vailing for grain and the large num- 
her of new comers who arrived during 
the summer and are outfiuting| for win- 
Travellers report this one of :the 


busiest towns along une une. The mill 
is) being run night and day, a market 
for the hulk of tbe output being found 
in the surrounding country and for the 
balance in British Columbia. A large 
custom chopping business is also done. 

The history of Leduc is brief. Four 
years ago a store, a stution and a 
road house comprised the buildings, 
where now is an incorporated village 
with! sidewalks, churches and school 
and, a spirit of municipal progress 
which aveurs well for the future. 
Several new buildings have gone up 
during the past summer, including a 
half dozen residences. a large black- 
smith shop, a general store, a_ large 
implement building, and an office for 
J. J. Duggan. Improvements, and ad- 
ditions have also been made to many 
residences and business blocks, adding 
materially to the appearance of the 
town. 

The topic of absorbing interest’ at 
present’ is the grain trade. While 
wheat and barley have come in in large 
quantities, the main interest centres in 
the oat market. There are four buy- 
ers in the village, J. Holden, represents 
the Brackman-Ker ©o., J. Harris the 
Great Northern Elevator Co., M.Bar- 
rett is buying for Ross & Lee, of Ed- 
monion, Sheppard & Elliott for Blain 
& McIntyre. The price opened ast’ 
week at 24 to 28, as high as 290 being 
paid on Tuesday for some. Messrs. 
Brackman and Ker and the Great 
Northern Co. have large elevators 
erected beside the C. & E. line. A con- 
Servative estimate based on the re- 
ceipts of several of the buyers placed 
the average day’s receipts at 6,000 
bushels. The immense quantity being 
purchased is evidenced by the fact that 
the shipments for the preceding week 
averaged six Cars par day. The fin- 
est! quality of oats comes this year 
from the Boggy Plain settlement 
south of town. Eight sacks brought 
in by Mr. Falkenburg of that settle- 
ment, weighed 1080 lbs, 45 sacks con- 
taining 146 weighed bushels. Good 
qualities and large quantities are also 
being marketed from Clearwater and 
Con juring Creek. 

The religious anc educational sides 
of lite are a'so receiving due attention. 
The Methodist, Presbyterian and 
Roman Catholic congregations have 
churches of their own and resident 
pastors. Service is also conducted by 
ministers of the Church of England 
and the Baptist church. A resident 
pastor of the Seventh Day Adventists 
also holds meetings regularly 

The school is under the direction of 
Miss Timmey, the attendance being be- 
tween thirty and forty. A splendid 
building for school purposes is nearing 
completion and will be occupied with 
the new year. The building is of 
frame, two storeys in height and pre- 
sents a very neat appearance, It 
will provide accommodation for two 
rooms, each capable of seating about 
forty pupils. 

The enterprising citizens have re- 
cently uadertaken on their own ree 
sponsibility to cut out a winter road 
eastward a distance of about 22 miles. 
The work has been under the manage- 
ment of Mr. R. Wade and the road has 
been already cut out for a distance of 
eleven; miles to the junction of the 
Little Hay lakes trail. Operationa 
will be resumed this week and the 
work pushed on to completion ait its 
junction with the Great Hay lakes 
trail. The purpose of the road is to

BIG GRAIN DELIVERIES. 


Deliveries of oats have been increas- 
ing as threshing becomes more fully 
completed. Friday last was a record 
day. A carefvl estimate places the 
amount of oats deliverted on that day 
at 22,000 for Edmonton and. 13,500 for 
Strathcona, or 35,000 bushels in the 
two towns for shipment at one railway 
station. Prices fluctuated somewhat 
and ranged 'etween 26c in Edmonton 
ta occasionally 271-2c in Strathcona. 
This would mean about $9,000 paid out 
to farmers for oats on that day. 

There were also large deliveries of 
wheat at the local mills.

_M. H. McLeod, chief engineer of the 
division of the Canadian Northern rail- 
way, west of Fort Frances, returned 
east on Saturday morning. While 
here he arranged for the work of put- 
ting in the three bridges on the Ed- 
montoa extension at once. The work 
wiil be done by the company. as they 
failed tc secure a local contractor at 
ai Satisfactory price. The company 
purchased S. F. McCauley’s pile driver 
and he will be in charge of the work. 

Grading will be continued as long 
as the weather permits and the work- 
ing force will be increased. Mr. Mc~ 
Leod says the work will tbe pushed to 
completion on both sides of the river. 
The question ef connection with the 
C. & E. wis before the railway com- 
mittee of the privy council last week, 
and Mr. McLeod expected that the per- 
mission would be secured on Wednes- 
day. < 

_He expects that the Rainy river sec- 
tion of the railway will ve completed 
about December 18th, but cannot 
speak confidertly as the uncompleted 
portion’ east of Fort Frances is not 
on his division. This year the company 
have completed about 170 miles of line 
on the division west of Fort Frances, 
and will complete about 100 miles be- 
tween Fort Frances and Port Arthur. 
This includes the connection between 
Beaver and Gladstone, 18 miles, and 
the Carman branch in Southern Mani- 
toba, 55 miles. At present the Cana- 
dian Northern uses the C .P. R. ttrack 
between Portage la Prairie and Glad- 
stone, but the recently constructed 
connection will give them a through 
line of their own from Winnipeg to the 
Dauphin country, 

Mr. McLeod expects that construc- 
tion will be pushed in the Saskatche- 
wan valley next summer.

have been undertaken and most of 
them completed.
